Washington, May 21.—The best 
assurance that both houses will 
have an opportunity to vote on 
the question of statehood was 
given today to a member of con­ 
gress who sought some informs 
tion as to the designation of court 
towns as made in the Indian ap 
propriation bill. 
This gentleman 
was especially eager that Duncan 
be made a court town, as was pro­ 
vided in that measure. 
He asked 
one of the conferees to look after 
it, and was told that the confer­ 
ence committee had decided to 
eliminate all of those questions 
from the Indian appropriation bill 
and have the matter disposed of 
in the statehood .bill. 
This was 
not satisfactory toDancan’s cham - 
pion, and in demurring he sug­ 
gested the possibility that there 
would be no statehood bill at th is 
session. Thereupon the confer­ 
ee on the Indian appropriation 
bill who, it ought to be said, is 
also a member of the conference 
committee on the statehood bill, 
assured him that a report on the 
statehood bill had been definitely 
promised.

The purpose to give the two 
houses a chance to vote on the 
statehood question is due, in large 
measure, undoubtedly, to the fili­ 
buster begun in the house by Mr.

Muskogee, May 21.—Informa- 
ion was sent out of this city some 
lime ago to tao effect that patents 
were being issued by the Dawes 
1 Commission to the Indians of the 
l^ive Civilized Tribes.

< enied by Acting Commissioner 
3esU. 
Mr. Beall states that it 
will be perhaps six weeks before 
patents will be ready for delivery. 
It will require fully that length 
of time to record them. 
No pat­ 
ents will be delivered to freed­ 
men. 
In the Choctaw and the 
Chickasaw Nations patents will 
not be delivered except those 
which are a year old and where 
the land has been appraised at 
$1,010 or over. 
There are 30,000 
of these patents to be delivered 
in these nations. 
In the Cherokee Nation there 


are 15,000. 
In the Creek Nation 
nearly all have been delivered. 
Mr. Beall also stated that there 
would be no patents issued to 
intermarried whites in the Cher­ 
okee Nation.

IOWA PASTORS HT PACT RE­ 
GARDING MARRIAGES. 


v Ministers Believe Divorce la a Neces­ 
s ity and Would Control Weddings 
and Thus Cu* Rate—New 
Law Is Advocated. 


Des Moines, la.—To form a trust for 
the iu r po se of controlling matrimonial 
ventures is the latest movement on the 
pan of Des Moines ministers. 
The 
plans 
were discussed at a regular 
weekly meeting of the Ministerial as­ 
sociation, and if they are carried out 
Des Moines will no longer be the 
Gretna Green for lovers who have not 
for months calmly reflected over the 
-logic of matrimony. 
Atter a liberal discussion the min­ 
isters came to the final judgment that 
divorce is now a necessity, because of 
the improper matrimonial ties, and 
they propose to cure the social evil 
by guarding the entrance into the mat­ 
rimonial fields by the strongest safe­ 
guards. 
, 
rihe agitation was started by Rev. 
Orian W. Fifer, pastor of Grace Meth­ 
odist Episcopal church, who declared 
that he is firm in the belief that no 
man should put asunder those whom 
God hath joined together, but he ex­ 
pressed the firm belief that God has 
iUtile to do with many of the modern 
weddings. 
He claimed to have had 
an interview with Judge William H. 
McHenry, of the equity court here, in 
which he learned that fully two-thirds 
of the divorces were granted in cases 
where love probably had played a very 
small part in the marriage. 
He stated 
that he believed one of the greatest 
evils is because 
men 
and 
women 
plunge into marriage without the prop­ 
er preparation. 
Te hministers took up the discussion 
In a lively manner and practically en­ 
tered into an agreement that ministers 
will not in the future marry so indis­ 
criminately. 
The preachers believe that where a 
• divorce is wanted there should be ar­ 
ranged a schedule of years according 
to the offense of the guilty party in 
which he or she must lemain single. 
i t has also been agreed that the 
pastors will demand to know the past 
history 
of the 
participants, 
their 
financial condition and their past ven­ 
tures, if any. 
It is expected that at 
the next meeting of the association 
rules will be drawn up governing the 
performance of marriages. The minis 
ters will ask the cooperation of th* 
justices of the peace. 
It is possible that their present ac­ 
tion will result in asking the legisla­ 
ture this winter to pass a law making 
\ more stringent requirements for se 
'-Turing a license. 


HIDEOUS AFRICAN SHOW. 


Tho Ocnya or Giant Dance, Which la 
Performed by Natives 
on Stilts. 


lf you look on the map of Africa 
Just below the equator you will see 
the country where the merry black 
Aponoa live. They are 
an 
honest, 
light-headed set of savages who for 
several months of the year do noth­ 
ing but dance, sing and drink palm 
wine. When the season is over they 
settle down to their ordinary pursuits. 
They have many dances which would 
•e®m very strange to an American, 
but the weirdest dance of all is per­ 
formed upon stilts and is called ocuya 
or giant dance. 
The ocuya is an object made of 
wickerwork with an enormous head 
of wood. There is no word hideous 
enough to describe the ugliness of 
this 
ocuya. It 
has 
outstretched 
wooden arms and monkey skins form 
the hair and beard while a long skirt 
of grass cloth hides the stilt-walker 
who places this grotesque 
monster 
over himself. The arms are kept out­ 
stretched, and thus 
costumed 
the 
dance proceeds, sometimes hundreds 
of the Aponos taking part in it at 
once. American children, even those 
advanced enough to have forgotten all 
about the hobgoblins of their youth, 
would be terrorstruck at meeting a 
single one of these ocuyas. The chil­ 
dren of the Aponos don’t mind them 
a bit. They laugh and clap 
their 
hands at the antics of the giant dan­ 
cers with as much merriment as you 
laugh at the wit of some Punch and 
Judy show. 


Would you like to know how to man­ 
ufacture 
diamonds—real 
diamonds? 
The process is somewhat difficult, re­ 
quiring time, patience and some out­ 
lay of money, but then consider tbs 
possible result*! 
The diamond, we 
know, says the New York Herald, is 
simply carbon In a transparent crys- 
«rrine form. It comes of humble par 
eatage and is brother to (he lump of 
coak 
Unlike easily cryataUisable bodies, 
rbon ie Insoluble in all ordinary sol­ 
vents, but molten metals will cornbin* 
with it. Let the diamond maker choos* 
iron for a solvent for charcoal, melt­ 
ing it in an electric furnace, allowing 
It to take up as much carbon as it can 
5-in other words, saturate itself with 
carbon. 
The crucible containing the 
white hot metal should then be plunged 
Into a bath of molten lead. The result 
will be that globules of Iron will rise 
to the surface of the lead and are 
quickly cooled on the outer surface. 
Inside the hard crust the Iron re­ 
mains for some time In a molten con­ 
dition, and. as iron expands in solidi­ 
fying, the contents of these little glo 
bules receive a pressure unattainable 
oy any other means. 
When the lead 
becomes solidified some bullets of iron 
will be found bound up in the masa 
Dissolve with some powerful acid first 
the lead and then the iron, and a resi­ 
due of carbonaceous matter will be 
found to contain tiny crystals—real 
diamonds. 
Any chemist with a well 
equipped laboratory can make dia­ 
monds in this way, but the largest of 
them will not be more than a fiftieth 
of an inch in diameter.

This was the decision of the 
comptroller of me treasury in the case 
jf Private Albert Haste, Twenty-ninth 
bantery field artillery, who was killed 
at Fort Riley. Kan., last October. 
His commanding officer wished 
to 
send his body to his relatives for burial 
and desiring a better coffin than was 
supplied by the quartermster’s depart­ 
ment, which was only allowed to spend 
$35 for that purpose, he offered to sup­ 
ply the necessary additional funds. 


Scarcity of American Ships. 
Out of 4,217 arrivals of all classess 
of vessels from foreign ports at New 
York last year the American flag flew 
over only 760 ships. According to fig­ 
ures given out at the barge office re­ 
cently 478 of the 760 vessels were 
steam powered, and there were five 
ships, 25 barks, six brigs 
and

schooners among the sailing vessels. 
In this time there were 2,844 steamships 
under foreign flags entered at the cus­ 
tomhouse, of which 1,355 war* Brit­ 
ish and 521 German.

Just what form the thinking match 
for the championship is to assume is 
not stated. Those who are urging the 
contest plead that nine men from each 
of the great universities meet in the 
contests. 
Whether it will consist of 
looking wise, or in oratory, in writ­ 
ten examinations in certain subjects, 
they do not state. 
The contest may 
take the form of the standing long 
think, or the running high think, or 
the two-minute handicap think, or 
the long distance think. 
At any rate, the proposition Is to 
make the event of the blue ribbon 
thinking match of all England and 
to show the thinkers that they are 
esteemed as high at least as are the 
athletes. Who will be the first cham­ 
pion thinker of Great Britain is 
a 
question of vital interest.

A Russian sales agent in the fur 
trade once informed me that he spent al­ 
most as much time in acquainting him 
self with the personnel of firms in the 
cities and towns of Scotland as in after­ 
ward placing his goods before the au­ 
thorized buyers for the various houses.

said that his capital mistake was in 
muddling his business from the start bj 
not taking time to obtain full informat iou 
as to the names, positions and charac­ 
teristics of the managers of firms and 
corporations.

tunate man—finds himself able to cor­ 
roborate the elaborate computations 
by which 
the commercial 
agencies 
prove that “the cost of living” has 
steadily decreased in recent years, and 
that it is now much less than it used 
to be. There is, we think, something 
more than a general impression, 
at 
least among people of small or mod­ 
erate means, that these computations 
are vitiated by a 
mysterious 
inac­ 
curacy, and that, as a matter of fact, 
the ordinary expenses of running a 
modest household have in the last de­ 
cade increased nearly if not quite 75 
per cent. 
Our correspondent supplies 
the explanation. 
Things 
really 
are 
cheaper, he says, but everybody has 
been transferring items from the cat­ 
egory of luxuries to that of necessi­ 
ties, and that is why the salary or the 
income no longer seems to go as far 
as it did ten years ago. There may be 
something in 
this 
theory; 
indeed, 
there probably it. It will be extreme­ 
ly hard, however, to convince every­ 
body that it accounts for everything. 
One cannot but regret that it is im­ 
practicable to figure out these aver­ 
ages from retail prices—that is, from 
the prices that everybody pays. 
It is 
a sad fact that a slight reduction in 
wholesale prices makes no difference 
In retail prices, while an advance of 
the same size makes a difference of 
from five to ten or 20 times as large. 
Perhaps here is the key to the mys­ 
tery—the advances have all counted, 
while a good many of the decreases 
have never reached 
the 
consumer. 
Anyhow, It is of little use to advise a 
return to the simplicity of 
our 
fa­ 
thers. It cannot be done. 
The 
fa­ 
thers were as simple as they had to 
be, and no more, and they were com­ 
forted merely because they had not 
learned what comfort is. 
Their lux­ 
uries really are our necessities, and 
there is no help for it. 


No Permanently mm*. 
It is quite unnecessary in this coun 
try, say# Dr. Charles W. Eliot, of Har­ 
vard, in World’s Work, to feel alarm 
about the rise of a permanent class 
of very rich people. To transmit great 
estates is hard. 
They get divided or 
dispersed. The heirs are often unable 
to keep their inherited treasures, or 
if, by the help of lawyers and other 
hired agents, they manage to keep 
them, they cease to accumulate, and 
only spend. This is one of the natural 
effects on his children of the very rich 
man’s mode of life. With rarest excep­ 
tion the very rich men of to day are 
not the sons of the very rich men of 
30 years ago, but are new men. It will 
be the same 30 years hence. The wise 
rich father will try to put his sons 
into those beneficent professions and 
occupations which have strong intel­ 
lectual and moral 
interest, 
and in 
which pecuniary independence is a 
distinct advantage. Such are the pub­ 
lic service in elective or appointive of­ 
fices, the ministry, scientific reasearch, 
social service, and the management of 
charities and of serviceable endowed 
institutions. 
Inherited wealth enables 
young men to devote themselves early 
to these fine employments, which are 
not pecuniarily remunerative, but yet 
possess the highest sort of interest and 
offer all the rewards of beneficent in­ 
fluence among men. 


Tampering with English. 
New importance has been given by 
two announcements to the old question 
of reforming English spelling. 
One 
is that the department of school super­ 
intendents of the National Education 
association has submitted a trial list of 
ten ‘ reformed” words. 
The other is 
that Mr. Carnegie has offered money 
for the support of a simplified spelling 
board, on which many distinguished 
and cultivated men have consented to 
serve. 
It is not time yet, believes the 
Youth's Companion, to say how mach 
can be done to make the spelling of 
some English words more nearly pho­ 
netic, or to estimate the value of ar­ 
guments for and against changes in 
orthography. 
One thing may be said, 
however, that no language will pre­ 
sent greater difficulties to those who 
would change old habits than the Eng­ 
lish language, for it is the tongue of 
two great nations, neither of which 
has intellectual authority 
over 
the 
other. 
Even now England and Amer­ 
ica disagree on the spelling of "humor” 
and similar words. 


The National Spirit. 
Respect for the flag has long been 
a favorite topic with us, says Youth’s 
Companion. 
Respect for the national 
songs is equally important. 
Even on 
frivolous occasions, 
when the “Star- 
Spangled Banner” 
or “America” 
is 
played, it is proper to stand. 
A wit­ 
ness says that at the close of a dance 
in a navy yard, 
when 
“The 
Star- 
Spangled Banner” 
was played, 
the 
commandant saw two people who re­ 
mained seated, and he asked sharply: 
“Is there anything the matter ” In a 
theater, when the piece was played in 
the midst of other incidental music, 
the audience rose. 
No southern audi­ 
ence or assembly ever remains pas­ 
sive when it hears “Dixie.” 
People 
in all states of the union should be at 
least respectful enough to stand while 
a national song is played or sung. 


Health of School Children. 
Proper attention to the health 
of 
children is an*excellent civic invest­ 
ment. 
A great part of the 
diseases 
which develop as chronic in after life 
could be obviated by closer medical 
supersivion of children’s health. 
Es­ 
pecially defects in hearing, eyesight 
or teeth can be checked in early life, 
while in later years they become too 
confirmed to yield to treatment. The 
investigation of the board of educa­ 
tion have shown that a majority of 
the school children have either de­ 
fective eyesight or a tendency to bad 
vision. 
It is now proposed to 
ex­ 
amine the school children’s teeth al­ 
so. This experiment has been tried in 
Germany, where 
attention 
to 
the 
teeth has improved the eyesight and 
the hearing by improving the diges­ 
tion of the children treated. 
It is as 
necessary for a child to have sound 
senses and good bodily health as men­ 
tal development. 
In the majority of 
the occupations at which the present 
school children of the present will in 
future years earn 
their 
livelihood, 
sound health and a good physique will 
be of more value than education frills.

Judicial Repression. 
Just why, in a country In which the 
vast majority of judges are elected by 
popular vote, there 
should be 
ex­ 
pressed in law such a superstitious ter­ 
ror lest a judge should give any ex­ 
pression of his own personality is puz­ 
zling in the extreme. In many states, 
writes George W. Alger, in Atlantic, 
and particularly in those in which a 
firm and vigorous administration of 
justice is of urgent importance, the 
judge who presides at a criminal trial 
is not permitted by law to be a judge 
in any real or vital sense. 
He must 
not comment on the evidence, he must 
not review the facts and set them in 
coherent order before 
the jury, 
he 
must not sift the testimony and sepa­ 
rate the material from the immaterial, 
he must, above all things, refrain from 
expressing in any wise 
a 
personal 
opinion on anything from the start 
of the trial to its close. He must deal 
out abstract rules of law, and leave the 
jury to their own devices with such 
blind guidance in endeavoring to apply 
that law to the facts. If he sees them 
swayed by misleading eloquence, he 
must not set them in the path of rea­ 
son for justice’s sake. 
He is a pilot 
who must not touch the wheel. 
The 
vigorous, commanding 
figure of the 
English judge is by law excluded from 
the great majority 
of our 
criminal 
courts. The summary of facts in the 
charge ■which, for 
example, 
Justice 
Bingham gave a few years ago to an 
English jury in the sensational case of 
\\ hittaker Wright, the great swind­ 
ling promoter, would have meant an 
inevitable reversal and new trial for 
“error” in any lynch law state in this 
country. 


Defects of Criminal Law. 
There are two reasons why criminal 
law reform is a pressing problem to­ 
day. One is the repression by that re­ 
form of lynch law. 
The other is not 
less important. 
We need that reform 
says an Atlantic writer, because the 
social condition of our day impera­ 
tively demands a substantial increase 
in the scope and power of criminal 
law, a system strong enough to meet 
the new and increasing requirements 
of our ciivilization for corrective and 
repressive criminal law. A system too 
complicated to deal out certain justice 
to common 
offenders, ignorant 
and 
brutal, poor in purse and influence, 
can never adequately deal with our 
new class of big business criminals, 
with the men who get rich by fraud, 
the corporation inflaters and wreckers, 
the faithless trustees and grafting di­ 
rectors, the exploiters of municipali­ 
ties, the magnates who give bribes 
and the bosses who *ake them, the 
trust operators who sin against hon­ 
esty in business, who break the law 
against monopolies, who give and take 
forbidden rebates. How can predatory 
wealth, powerful, influential, often in­ 
trenched in office, be punished by a sys­ 
tem which creaks, groans, and often 
breaks down, in bringing a border ruf­ 
fian to justice? 


Ina ostler fallacy. 
Dr. Osier’s fatal philosophy regard­ 
ing the 
comparative 
uselessness of 
men after 40 years of age has been 
followed by a fearful wave of dis­ 
couragement and 
depression 
among 
those who have reached middle life 
or later without gaining a competence 
or achieving anything like material 
success. 
The extent of the 
harm 
which Dr. Osier has done—innocently, 
I believe—can hardly 
be 
estimated, 
writes Orison Swett Marden, in Suc­ 
cess Magazine. His words have come 
like a death sentence into thousands 
of homes! 
They have 
taken 
away 
hope and left despair in thousands of 
aching hearts. 
“What is the use of 
trying,” 
these 
unfortunates 
say, 
“when one of the greatest authorities 
in the world has pronounced the ver­ 
dict against us?” Gov. Allen, of Ohio, 
in commenting upon the edict of some 
of the railroad companies and other 
corporations that men over 35 should 
not be employed, said, “It is not how 
long a man has lived that counts, it 
is what's left in him.” 
This is the 
secret of the whole thing. It depends 
altogether on how much is left in a 
man as to whether he is old or young, 
whether his fires have burned out or 
are still alive. 
What the employer 
wants 
is 
vitality, 
resourcefulness, 
alertness, freshness and openness of 
mind. 
It does not matter 
so 
much 
about the years. 
It is rather a ques­ 
tion of energy, of reserve power. 
It 
is folish to fix an age at which men 
become comparatively useless. 
Some 
men are young at 70, others are old 
at 35. One of the worst delusions that 
ever crept into a middle-aged man’s 
mind is the conviction that he has 
done his best work, that he is grow­ 
ing old and must soon give place to 
younger men. 
Do not 
be 
discour­ 
aged or allow yourself to be 
influ­ 
enced by Dr. Osier’s "fixed ideas,” for 
he is himself, at 56, a direct contra­ 
diction of his own theory.

Washington, May 21.—The best 


assurance that both houses wil 
have an opportunity to vote on 
the question of statehood was 
given today to a member of con- 
gress who sought some informs 
tioo as to the designation of court 
towns as made in the Indian ap 
propriation bill. This gentleman 
was especially eager that Duncan 
be made a court town, as was pro- 
vided in that measure. He asked 
one of the conferees to look after 
it, and was told that the confer- 
ence committee bad decided to 
eliminate all of those questions 
from the Indian appropriation bill 
and have the matter disposed of 
in the statehood .bill. 
This was 


not satisfactory toDuncan's cham- 
pion, and in demurring he sag- 
gested the possibility that there 
would be no statehood bill at th is 
session. Thereupon the confer- 
ee on the Indian appropriation 
bill; who, it ought to be said, is 
also a member of the conference 
committee on the statehood bill, 
assured him that a report on the 
statehood bill had been definitely 
promised. 
He added that the 


conferees on the Indian appropri- 
ation bill would not have consent- 
ed to strike out all provision for 


a court town unless they had re| 
ceived positive assurance that a 
report on the statehood bill would 
be made. 


The purpose to give the two 


houses a chance to vote on the 
statehood question is due, in large 
measure, undoubtedly, to the fili- 
buster begun in the house by Mr. 
Williams. In the beginning this 
Slibuster was the mildest kind, 
but gradually the screws have 
been tightened, and of late it has 
become exceedingly .bothersome 
o the republicans. The filibuster 
will be made as obnoxious as 
possible to the republicans until 
they give the house a chance to 
vote on the statehood bill.

Chickasaw Nations patents will 
not be delivered except those 
which are a year old aad where 
the land has been appraised at 
$1,010 or over. 
There are 30,000 


of these patents to be delivered 
in these nations. 


In the Cherokee Nation there 


are 15,000. In the Creek Nation 
nearly all have been delivered. 
Mr. Beall also stated that there 
would be no patents issued to 
intermarried whites in the Cher- 
okee Nation.

They are an honest, 
light-headed set of savages who for 
several months of the year do noth- 
ing but dance, sing and drink palm 
win*. When the season is over they 
settle ddwn to their ordinary pursuits. 
They have many dances which would 
•eem very strange to an American, 
but the weirdest dance of all is per- 
formed upon stilts and Is called ocuya 
or giant dance. 


The ocuya is an object made of 


wlckerwork wfth an enormous head 
of wood. There is no word hideous 
enough to describe the ugliness of

ocuya. It

wooden arms and monkey skina form 
the hair and beard while a long skirt 
of grass cloth hides the stilt-walker

r-in other words, saturate itself with 
carbon. The crucible containing the 
white hot metal should then be plunged 
Into a bath of molten lead. * The result 
will be that globules of iron will rise 
to tbe surface of the lead and are 
quickly cooled on the outer surface. 
Inside the hard crust the iron re- 
mains for some time in a molten con- 
dition, and. as iron expands in solidi- 
fying, the contents of these little glo 
bules receive a pressure unattainable 
Dy any other means. When the lead 
becomes solidified some bullets of Iron 
will be found bqund up in the mass. 
Dissolve with some powerful acid first 
the lead and then the iron, and a rest 
due of carbonaceous matter will be 
found to contain tiny crystals — real 
diamonds 
Any chemist with a well 


equipped laboratory can make dia- 
monds in this way, but the largest of 
them will not be more than a fiftieth 
of an inch in diameter.

British thinkers, rebelling against 


the custom of awarding great prizes 
to college athletes and neglecting the 
thinkers, have proposed and are urg 
ing throughout the kingdom a "blue 
ribbon for brains," an Interunirersltr 
contest between the thinkers and stu 
dents, for an award of merit 


The neglect of brains,and th* con 


ataat lauding of brawn in th* press 
of Britain, as well as in university 
circles, has called forth the protest 
and the demand for recognition and 
reward of tfcs brainy men of th* great 
schools. 


Just what form the thinking match 


for tbe championship is to assume is 
not stated. Those who are urging the 
contest plead that nine men from each 
of the great universities meet in the 
contests. 
Whether it will consist of 


looking wise, or in oratory, in writ- 
ten examinations in certain subjects, 
they do not state. The contest may 
take th* form of the standing long 
think, or the running high think, or 
the two-minute handicap think, or 
the long distance think. 


At any rate, the proposition is to 


make the event of the blue ribbon 
thinking match of all England and 
to show the thinkers that they are 
esteemed as high at least as are the 
athletes. Who will be the first cham- 
pion thinker of Great Britain is 
a 


question of vital interest.

Washington.—The body of a soldier 


killed In active service cannot be sent 
home to his relatives at government 
expense for burial if he dies in the 
United States. 
Moreover, the 
body 


must be placed in the coffin Issued by 
the quartermaster general's depart- 
ment. This was the decision of the 
comptroller of me treasury in the case 
jf Private Albert Laste, Twenty-ninth 
battery field artillery, who was killed 
»t Fort Riley, Kan., last October. 


His commanding officer 
wished 
to 


send his body to his relatives for burial 
and desiring a better coffln than was 
supplied by the quartennster's depart- 
ment, which was only allowed to spend 
(35 for that purpose, he offered to sup- 
ply the necessary additional funds. 


Birth of a New Russia.

Volte States Consul Fleming, at 


Mlnburgh. explains the reasons for 
the numerous failures of foreign com- 
mercial travelers to effect satisfactory 
trade results in Scotland. He thinks U 
to due to unwarranted carelessness ta 
Ignoring certain fundamental rules that 
obtain with Scottish merchants. 


"It has been my observation," he 


writes, "that the average commercial 
traveler on his first trip to Scotland 
makes a bad start. It is within bounds 
to say that six out of every ten American 
sales agents who have come to this coun- 
try have not sold enough goods in three 
months to cover the amount of their ex- 
pensee for that period The principal 
cause for their failure is the false as- 
sumption that quality of goods and fair- 
ness of prices and of general terms are 
sure to bring success. After a time—in 
some instances a long time—they dis- 
cover that the foremost requirement is 
the exercise of prudent caution in taking 
the initial step toward getting in touct) 
with business concerns. 


"In large as well as small Scottish firms 


and joint stock companies the manage- 
ment, as a rule, is In the hands of one 
person. Aa to companies (Including co- 
operative and all other societies engaged 
in business) division of authority is even 
less frequently seen here than in tne 
United States Each has a single head, 
and subordinates have nothing to do 
with the attairs of the company except 
to obey the Instructions of their chlet 


"Take the case of a department atom 


The so-called head of a department is 
merely the principal salesman In that 
branch of the business He does not pur- 
chase for the firm or company, nor Is he 
authorized to act or speak for the firm or 
company in matters outside of his duty 
as principal salesman. These facts are 
supposed by the heads of concerns to 
be universally known la trade circles, 
and if a commercial traveler calls on the 
head of a department or invites him by 
letter to see goods in a hotel sample 
room, Instead of going directly to the 
general manager, upon bis aubsequen, 
introduction to the latter hw finds him 
self handicapped by his mistake—a mis 
take which he may regard as trivial, but 
which may create a prejudice against 
him that will be hard to overcome. 


"la the Scottish business world eus 


tome, which are unwritten laws, diffei 
from those of America, and of son t 
other countries, and it is highly impo, 
tant that a sales agent take care t 
learn the difference. If he does not.. 
might better stay at home. Experienc „ 
traveling salesmen, American, Germai 
French and Russian, give close attentio 
to the personal element in business 
..

tice. A German commercial traveler in 
the hardware trade when be first vis 
ited Edinburgh devoted several days to 
work of gaining an accurate knowledge 
of the men having charge of the con- 
cerns on the list which he brought with 
him 
A Russian sales agent in the f ui 


trade once informed me that he spent al- 
most as much time in acquainting him 
self with the personnel of firms in the 
cities and towns of Scotland as in after 
ward placing his goods before the au- 
thorized buyers for the various houses 


"An American representative of a well- 


known machine manufacturing firm 
said that his capital mistake was in 
muddling his business from the start bj 
not taking time toobtsiinfull information 
as to the names, positions and charac- 
teristics of the managers of firms and 
corporations Three or four months' ex 
perlence gave him useful lessons, ami 
after that he was remarkably successful 


"To call for the 'manager' of the com 


pany is a mistake. It is a mistake alto 
to enter the business house of 'Jones 
Smith & Co.' and ask for 'Mr. Jones' c 
'Mr. Smith.' They may have been dea. 
for 50 years, and nobody of their nan,e' 
connected with the firm since."

were annually raised in lotteries au- 
thorized by act of parliament. 


The average yearly profit 
to the 


government from 1793 to 1824 was 
aver 11,700,000. On the ground of to- 
Jury to public morals, lotteries of all 
kinds were abolished In England In 
UUo.

correspondents—for- 


tunate man—finds himself able to cor- 
roborate the elaborate computations 
by which the commercial 
agencies 


prove that "the cost of living" has 
ateadily decreased in recent years, and 
that It is now much less than it used 
to be. There Is, we think, something 
more than a general Impression, at 
least among people of small or mod- 
erate means, that these computations 
are vitiated by a 
mysterious 
inac- 


curacy, and that, as a matter of fact, 
the ordinary expenses of running a 
modest household have in the last de- 
cade increased nearly If not quite 75 
per cent. Our correspondent supplies 
the explanation 
Things really are 


cheaper, he says, but everybody has 
been transferring items from the cat- 
egory of luxuries to that of necessi- 
ties, and that is why the salary or the 
Income no longer seems to go as far 
as it did ten years ago. There may be 
something in 
this 
theory; Indeed, 


there probably it. It will be extreme- 
ly hard, however, to convince every- 
body that it accounts for everything. 
One cannot but regret that it Is im- 
practicable to figure out these aver- 
ages from retail prices—that is, from 
the prices that everybody pays. It is 
a sad fact that a slight reduction in 
wholesale prices makes no difference 
In retail prices, while an advance of 
the same size makes a difference of 
from five to ten or 20 times as large. 
Perhaps here is the key to the mys- 
tery—the advances have all counted, 
while a good many of the decreases 
have never reached 
the consumer. 


Anyhow, It is of little use to advise a. 
return to the simplicity of our 
fa- 


thers. It cannot be done. 
The 
fa- 


thers were as simple as they had to 
be, and no more, and they were com- 
forted meiely because they had not 
learned what comfort is. Their lux- 
uries really are our necessities, and 
theie is no help for it. 


Tampering with English. 


New importance has been given by 


two announcements to the old question 
of reforming English spelling. One 
is that the department of school super- 
intendents of the National Education 
association has submitted a trial list of 
ten "reformed" words 
The other is 


that Mr. Carnegie has offered money 
for the support of a simplified spelling 
board, on which many distinguished 
and cultivated men have consented to 
serve 
It is not time yet, believes the 


Youth's Companion, to say how much 
can be done to make the spelling of 
some English words more nearly pho- 
netic, or to estimate the value of ar- 
guments for and against changes in 
orthography. 
One thing may be said, 


however, that no language will pre- 
sent greater difficulties to those who 
would change old habits than the Eng- 
lish language, for it is the tongue of 
two great nations, neither of which 
has intellectual authority 
over 
the 


other 
Even now England and Amer- 


ica disagree on the spelling of "humor" 
and similar words. 


The National Spirit.

Respect for the national 


songs is equally important. Even on 
frivolous occasions, when the "Star- 
Spangled Banner" or "America" 
is

People 


in all states of the union should be at 
least respectful enough to stand while 
a national song Is played or sung. 


No Permanently Blch. 


It is quite unnecessary in this coun 


try. say# Dr. Charles W. Eliot, of Har 
vard, in World's Work, to feel alarm 
about the rise of a permanent class 
of very rich people. To transmit grea 
estates is hard. They get divided or 
dispersed. The heirs are often unable 
to keep their Inherited treasures, or 
if, by the help of lawyers and other 
hired agents, they manage to keep 
them, they cease to accumulate, and 
only spend. This is one of the natura 
effects on his children of the very rich 
man's mode of life. With rarest excep 
tion the very rich men of to-day are 
not the sons of the very rich men of 
30 years ago, but are new men. It wil 
be the same 30 years hence. The wise 
rich father will try to put his sons 
into those beneficent professions and 
occupations which have strong Intel 
lectual and moral 
interest, and in 


which pecuniary Independence is a 
distinct advantage. Such are the pub- 
lic service_in elective or appointive of 
flees, the ministry, scientific reasearch 
social service, and the management of 
charities and of serviceable endowed 
institutions. Inherited wealth enables 
young men to devote themselves early 
to these fine employments, which are 
not pecuniarily remunerative, but yet 
possess the highest sort of interest and 
offer all the rewards of beneficent in 
fluence among men. 


Health of School Children. 


Proper attention to the health of 


children Is an*excellent civic Invest- 
ment. A great part of the 
diseases 


which develop as chronic in after life 
could be obviated by closer medical 
superslvion of children's health. 
Es- 


pecially defects In hearing, eyesight 
or teeth can be checked In early life, 
while in later years they become too 
confirmed to yield to treatment. The 
investigation of the board of educa- 
tion have shown that a majority of 
the school children have either de- 
fective eyesight or a tendency to bad 
vision. 
It is now proposed to 
ex- 


amine the school children's teeth al- 
so. This experiment has been tried in 
Germany, where attention 
to 
the 


teeth has Improved the eyesight and 
the hearing by improving the diges- 
tion of the children treated 
It Is as 


necessary for a child to have sound 
senses and good bodily health as men- 
tal development. In the majority of 
the occupations at which the present 
school children of the present will in 
future years earn 
their 
livelihood, 


sound health and a good physique will 
be of more value than education frills. 


There are signs, says a Washington 


report, th.it Alice Longworth Is bring- 
ing up her husband properly. 
In fact, 


the idea is afloat in Washington that 
he is fairly well tamed already. He 
has gone shopping with his wife more 
than once. 
"To be sure," says( an

Judicial Repression, 


Just why, in a country In which th' 


vast majority of judges are elected by 
popular vote, there 
should be ex 


pressed In law such a superstitious ter 
ror lest a judge should give any ex 
pression of his own personality Is puz 
zling in the extreme. In many states 
writes George W. Alger, in Atlantic 
and particularly in those in which a 
firm and vigorous administration of 
justice is of urgent importance, the 
judge who presides at a criminal trial 
is not permitted by law to be a judge 
in any real or vital sense. He must 
not comment on the evidence, he must 
not review the facts and set them in 
coherent order before 
the jury, 
he 


must not sift the testimony and sepa 
rate the material from the immaterial 
he must, above all things, refrain from 
expressing in any wise a 
personal 


opinion on anything from the start 
of the trial to its close. He must deal 
out abstract rules of law, and leave the 
Jury to their own devices with such 
blind guidance in endeavoring to apply 
that law to the facts. If he sees them 
swayed by misleading eloquence, he 
must not set them in the path of rea- 
son for justice's sake. He is a pilot 
who must not touch the wheel. The 
vigorous, commanding figure of the 
English judge is by law excluded from 
the great majority of our criminal 
courts. The summary of facts in the 
charge which, for 
example, Justice 


Bingham gave a few years ago to an 
English jury in the sensational case of 
Whittaker Wright, the great swind 
ling promoter, would have meant an 
inevitable reversal and new trial for 
"error" in any lynch law state in this 
country. 


Defects of Criminal Law. 


There are two reasons why criminal 


law reform is a pressing problem to- 
day. One is the repression by that re- 
form of lynch law. The other Is not 
less important. We need that reform 
says an Atlantic writer, because the 
social condition of our day impera- 
tively demands a substantial Increase 
in the scope and 
power of criminal 


law, a system strong enough to meet 
the new and increasing requirements 
of our ciivllizatlon for corrective and 
repressive criminal law. A system too 
complicated to deal out certain justice 
to common 
offenders, ignorant 
and 


brutal, poor in purse and Influence, 
can never adequately deal with our 
new class of big business criminals, 
with the men who get rich by fraud, 
the corporation inflaters and wreckers, 
the faithless trustees and grafting di- 
rectors, the exploiters of municipali- 
ties, the magnates who give bribes 
and the bosses who 4ake them, the 
trust operators who sin against hon- 
esty in business, who break the law 
against monopolies, who give and take 
forbidden rebates. How can predatory 
wealth, powerful, Influential, often in- 
trenched in office, be punished by a ays 
tern which creaks, groans, and often 
breaks down, in bringing a border ruf- 
fian to justice? 


Occasionally some foreign publica- 


tions assert that there is such an un- 
worthy thing as an "American 
lan- 


guage." Our slang phrases and our 
dialect stories worry them no lit- 
tle. 
So 
far as dialect is con- 


cerned, 
remarks, 
a 
wise 
con- 


temporary, we have no advantage 
over our British brethren. They have 
novels written in a jargon which no 
one not initiated into the mysteries 
can understand. It is not denied that 
the United States have contributed 
many "Americanisms" to the language 
of John Bull. We are a resourceful 
people, much given to invention, and 
if we want a word that is not in the 
dictionary we do not hestitate to coin 
one.. This may be in very bad taste, 
but we have a great country and are 
entitled to make occasional innova- 
tions.

.deal solution of differences 
arising 


between nations.

but becomes the fruitful cause of dis- 
ease and suffering.

Japanese and Chinese practically con 
firm the scientific doctrine.

Spelling Hetorm. 


Now that an opportunity has been 


offered to writers of appropriating 
soma of Mr. Carnegie's superfluous 
wealth on condition that they will 
adopt phonetic orthography, we ma/ 
expect a revival of the so-called sp«?l.- 
ing reform. 
For it is only a revi/al 


which has been projected in Ajaetja a, 
and which has gained adhere^p* on. 
both sides of the ocean. 
The move- 


ment was Initiated at least 60 years agi 
by the late Sir Isaac Pitman, who was 
much more than the Inventor of a new 
system of shoithand writing. 
He se- 


riously proposed to himself to revo- 
lutionize first the spelling of the Eng- 
lish language, and gradually that of 
all living, or, at any rate, all Euro- 
pean languages, by spelling the words 
exactly as they were pronounced, and 
succeeded so far as to Induce a num- 
ber of men and women to adopt the 
system which he had devised upon all 
occasions. 
His disciples formed the 


Phonetic Correspondence society, of 
whom very few of the original mem- 
bers survive. One of the oldest is, or 
latetly was, in possession of a letter 
?rom Pitman dated in 1S47, in which, 
with an enthusiasm which would hard- 
ly be credited, the reformer urged him 
to join the crusade of which he was 
the leader. 
Pitman claimed, as his 


followers are claiming now, the edu- 
cational reformer, asserting that the 
time spent in teaching children to spell 
could be Immensely reduced. The en- 
thusiasm of these orthographic inno- 
vators found vent in the publication 
of a newspaper. 
But all was vain. 


The idea never caught on, and we shall 
be surprised if the belated spelling 
reformers of the twentieth century ob- 
tain more than a temporaryt%uc;cesB.

the question of statehood was 
given today to a member of con 
gress who sought some informs 
tion as to the designation of court 
towns as made in the Indian ap 
propriation bill. This gentleman 
was especially eager that Duncan 
be made a court town, as was pro 
vided in that measure. He asked 
one of the conferees to look after 
it, and was told that the confer- 
ence committee bad decided to 
eliminate all of those questions 
from the Indian appropriation bill 
and have the matter disposed of 
n the statehood .bill. This was 
not satisfactory toDuncan's cham- 
pion, and in demurring he sag- 
;ested the possibility that there 
would be no statehood bill at th is 
ession. Thereupon the confer- 
ee on the Indian appropriation 
bill who, it ought to be said, is 
also a member of the conference 
committee on the statehood bill, 
assured him that a report on the 
statehood bill had been definitely 
promised. 
He added that the 


conferees on the Indian appropri- 
ation bill would not have consent- 
ed to strike out all provision for 


a court town unless they had re| 
ceived positive assurance that a 
report on the statehood bill would 
be made. 


The purpose to give the two 


houses a chance to vote on the 
statehood question is due, in targe 
measure, undoubtedly, to the fili- 
buster begun in the house by Mr. 
Williams. In the beginning this 
filibuster was the mildest kind, 
but gradually the screws have 
been tightened, and of late it has 
become exceedingly .bothersome 
to the republicans. The filibuster 
will be made as obnoxious as 
possible to the republicans until 
they give the house a chance to 
vote on the statehood bill.

There are 30,000 
of these patents to be delivered 
in these nations. 


, In the Cherokee Nation there 


are 15,000. In tke Creek Nation 
nearly all have been delivered. 
Mr. Beall also stated that there 
would be no patents issued to 
intermarried whites in the Cher* 
okee Nation.

If you look on the map of Afrtoa 


Just below the equator yoa will see 
the country where Una merry black 
Aponos live. They are an honest, 
light-headed set of savages who for 
several months of the year do noth- 
ing but dance, sing and drink palm 
win*. When the season is over they 
settle ddwn to their ordinary pursuits. 
They have many dances which would 
•eem very strange to an American, 
but the weirdest dance of all Is per- 
formed upon stilts and is called ocuya 
or giant dance. 


The ocuya Is an object made ot 


wlckerwork wfth an enormous head 
of wood. There is no word hideous 
enough to describe the ugliness ot 
this 
ocuya. It 
has 
outstretched 


wooden arms and monkey skins form 
the hair and beard while a long skirt 
of crass cloth hides the stilt-walker 
who places this grotesque 
monster 


over himself. The arms are kept out- 
stretched, and thus 
costumed 
the 


dance proceeds, sometimes hundreds 
of the Aponos taking part in it at 
once. American children, even those 
advanced enough to have forgotten all 
about the hobgoblins of their youth* 
would be terrorstruck at meeting a 
single one of these ocuyaa. The chil- 
dren of the Aponos don't mind them 
a bit. They laugh and clap 
their 


bands at the antics of the giant dan- 
cers with as much merriment as you 
laugh at the wit of some Punch and 
Judy show.

Will Not Be Sent Home at Gov- 


ernment Expense. 


Washington.—The body of a soldier 


killed In active service cannot be sent 
home to his relatives at government 
expense for burial if he dies in the 
United States. Moreover, the 
body 


must be placed in the coma Issued by 
the quartermaster general's depart- 
ment. This was the decision of the 
comptroller of me treasury in the case 
jf Private Albert Laste, Twenty-ninth 
battery field artillery, who was killed 
at Fort Riley, Kan., last October. 


His commanding officer 
wished 
to 


send his body to his relatives for burial 
and desiring a better coffin than was 
supplied by the quartermster's depart- 
ment, which was only allowed to spend 
|35 for that purpose, he offered to sup- 
ply the necessary additional funds. 


Scarcity of American Ships. 


Out of 4,217 arrivals of all classess 


of vessels from foreign ports at New 
York last year the American flag flew 
over only 760 ships. According to fig- 
ures given out at the barge office re- 
cently 478 of the 760 vessels were 
steam powered, and there were five 
ships, 25 barks, six brigs 
and 
246 


schooners among the sailing vessels. 
In this time there were 2,844 steamships 
under foreign flags entered at the cus- 
tomhouse, of which 1.355 were Brit- 
ish and 521 German.

The process is somewhat difficult, re- 
quiring time, patience and some out- 
lay of money, but; then,consider tfes 
possible results'! 
'The diamond, we 


know, says the New Yortr Herald, is 
simply carbon in a transparent crys- 
•fflne form. It comes dt< bttmble par- 
entage and is brother to tte Itomp'of 
coaL 


Unlike easily crystalllsable bodies, 


ewbon is insoluble in all ordinary so 
rentk but molten metals will oombln 
wltti, it^ Lsi the diamond maker chocs* 
Irtin for a solvent for charcoal, melt 
Ing it in an electrlu furnace, allowln 
It to tak* up as much carbon as it cai 
s-in other words, saturate itself wit 
carbon. The crucible containing th 
white hot metal should then be pltmgei 
into a bath of molten lead. * The resul 
will be that globules of iron will ris 
to tbe surface of the lead and are 
quickly cooled on the outer surface 
Insids th* hard crust the iron re- 
mains for some time in a molten con 
dltlon, and. as iron expands in solid: 
tying, the contents ot these little glo 
bules receive a pressure unattalnabl 
oy any other means. When the lead 
becomes solidified some bullets of iron 
will be found bqund up in tbe mass. 
Dissolve with some powerful acid firs 
the lead and then the iron, and a res 
due of carbonaceous matter will be 
found to contain tiny crystals—rea 
diamonds 
Any chemist with a wel 


equipped laboratory can make dla 
monds in this way, but tbe largest 
them will not be more than a fiftieth 
of an inch In diameter.

, for Some Reason to Hake a Bad 
Impression Among the Scot- 


tish People—Some 


Instances. 


Volte States Consul Fleming, at 


Bdl&burgh, explains the reasons fo» 
the numerous failures of foreign com- 
mercial travelers to effect satisfactory 
trade results in Scotland. He thinks It 
ts due to unwarranted carelessness la 
ignoring certain fundamental rules that 
obtain with Scottish merchants. 


"It has been my observation," he 


writes, "that the average commercial 
traveler on his first trip to Scotland 
makes a bad start. It is within bounds 
to say that six out of every ten American 
sales agents who have come to this coun- 
try have not sold enough goods in three 
months to cover the amount of their ex- 
penses for that period The principal 
cause for their failure is the false as- 
sumption that quality of goods and fair- 
ness of prices and of general terms are 
sure to bring success. After a time—in 
some instances a long time—they dis- 
cover that the foremost requirement is 
the exercise of prudent caution in taking 
the Initial step toward getting in touct) 
with business concerns. 


"In large as well as small Scottish firms 


and joint stock companies the manage- 
ment, as a rule, is in the hands of one 
person. As to companies (Including co- 
operative and all other societies engaged 
in business) division of authority is even 
less frequently seen here than In tne 
United States Each has a single head, 
and subordinates have nothing to do 
with the aTSairs of the company except 
to obey the instructions of their chlet 


"Take the case of a department stow 


The so-called head of a department is 
merely the principal salesman in that 
branch of the business He does not pur- 
chase for the firm or company, nor is he 
authorized to act or speak for the firm or 
company in matters outside of his duty 
as principal salesman. These facts are 
supposed by the heads of concerns to 
be universally known la trade circles, 
and if a commercial traveler calls on the 
head of a department or invites him by 
letter to see goods in a hotel sample 
room, Instead of going directly to the 
general manager, upon bis subsequen, 
introduction to the latter h» finds him 
self handicapped by his mistake—amis 
take which he may regard w trivial, but 
which may create a prejudice again hi 
him that will be hard to overcome.

tant that a sales agent take care t 
learn the difference. If he does not.. 
might better stay at home. Experienc „ 
traveling salesmen, American, Germui 
French and Russian, give close attentio 
to the personal element in business , 
tew instances have come under my no 
Uce. A German commercial traveler in 
the hardware trade when he first vis 
ited Edinburgh devoted several days to 
work of gaining an accurate knowledge

One of 
our 
correspondents—for- 


tunate man—finds himself able to cor- 
roborate the elaborate computations 
by which the commercial 
agencies 


prove that "the cost of living" has 
ateadily decreased in recent years, and 
that It is now much less than it used 
to be. There is, we think, something 
more than a general Impression, at 
least among people of small or mod- 
erate means, that these computations 
are vitiated by a 
mysterious 
inac- 


curacy, and that, as a matter of fact, 
the ordinary expenses of running a 
modest household have in the last de- 
cade increased nearly If not quite 75 
per cent. Our correspondent supplies 
the explanation. Things really are 
cheaper, he says, but everybody has 
been transferring items from the cat- 
egory of luxuries to that of necessi- 
ties, and that is why the salary or the 
Income no longer seems to go as far 
as it did ten years ago. There may be 
something in 
this 
theory; Indeed, 


there probably it. It will be extreme- 
ly hard, however, to convince every- 
body that it accounts for everything. 
One cannot but regret that it is im- 
practicable to figure out these aver- 
ages from retail prices—that is, from 
the prices that everybody pays. It is 
a sad fact that a slight reduction in 
wholesale prices makes no difference 
In retail prices, while an advance of 
the same size makes a difference of 
from five to ten or 20 times as large. 
Perhaps here is the key to the mys- 
tery—the advances have all counted, 
while a good many of the decreases 
have never reached 
the consumer. 


Anyhow, It Is of little use to advise a 
return to the simplicity of our 
fa- 


thers. It cannot be done. 
The 
fa- 


thers were as simple as they had to 
be, and no more, and they were com- 
forted merely because they had not 
learned what comfort Is. Their lux- 
uries really are our necessities, and 
there is no help for it. 


Tampering with English. 


New importance has been given by 


two announcements to the old question 
of reforming English spelling. One 
is that the department of school super- 
intendents of the National Education 
association has submitted a trial list of 
ten "reformed" words. 
The other is 


that Mr. Carnegie has offered money 
for the support of a simplified spelling 
board, on which many distinguished 
and cultivated men have consented to 
serve 
It is not time yet, believes the 


Youth's Companion, to say how much 
can be done to make the spelling of 
some English words more nearly pho- 
netic, or to estimate the value of ar- 
guments for and against changes in 
orthography. 
One thing may be said, 


however, that no language will pre- 
sent greater difficulties to those who 
would change old habits than the Eng- 
lish language, for it is the tongue of 
two great nations, neither of which 
has intellectual authority 
over 
the 


other. 
Even now England and Amer- 


ica disagree on the spelling of "humor" 
and similar words. 


The National Spirit. 


Respect for the flag has long been 


a favorite topic with us, says Youth's 
Companion. Respect for the national 
songs is equally important. Even on 
frivolous occasions, when the "Star- 
Spangled Banner" or "America" 
is 


played, it is proper to stand. A wit- 
ness says that at the close of a dance 
In a navy yard, when "The Star- 
Spangled Banner" 
was played, the 


commandant saw two people who re- 
mained seated, and he asked sharply: 
"Is there anything the matter " In a 
theater, when the piece was played in 
the midst of other Incidental music, 
the audience rose. No southern audi- 
ence or assembly ever remains pas- 
sive when it hears "Dixie." 
People 


in all states of the union should be at 
least respectful enough to stand while 
a national song is played or sung. 


It is related that Col. Charles W. 


Lamed, professor of drawing at West 
Point, stood In the sunshine under an 
elm. "The spring is rather backward, 
sir," said a cadet. "Oh, no," said Col. 
Lamed. "The daffodils, the crocuses 
and violets are backward, sir," the cadet 
Insisted, respectfully. 
"Nevertheless," 


said Col. liarned, "there Is no doubt 
that spring is really here at last."

No Permanently Blch. 


It is quite unnecessary in this coun- 


try, say* Dr. Charles W. Eliot, of Har. 
vard, m World's Work, to feel alarm 
about the rise of a permanent class 
of very rich people. To transmit great 
estates is hard. They get divided or 
dispersed. The heirs are often unable 
to keep their Inherited treasures, or 
if, by the help of lawyers and other 
hired agents, they manage to keep 
them, they cease to accumulate, and 
only spend. This is one of the natural 
effects on his children of the very rich 
man's mode of life. With rarest excep- 
tion the very rich men of to-day are 
not the sons of the very rich men of 
30 years ago, but are new men. It will 
be the same 30 years hence. The wise 
rich father will try to put his sons 
Into those beneficent professions and 
occupations which have strong Intel- 
lectual and moral 
interest, and in 


which pecuniary Independence is a 
distinct advantage. Such are the pub- 
lic servlce^in elective or appointive of- 
fices, the ministry, scientific reasearch, 
social service, and the management of 
charities and of serviceable endowed 
institutions. Inherited wealth enables 
young men to devote themselves early 
to these fine employments, which are 
not pecuniarily remunerative, but yet 
possess the highest sort of interest and 
offer all the rewards of beneficent in- 
fluence among men. 


Health of School Children. 


Proper attention to the health of 


children Is an*excellent civic Invest- 
ment. A great part of the 
diseases 


which develop as chronic in after life 
could be obviated by closer medical 
supersivion of children's health. 
Es- 


pecially defects In hearing, eyesight 
or teeth can be checked In early life, 
while in later years they become too 
confirmed to yield to treatment. The 
investigation of the board of educa- 
tion have shown that a majority of 
the school children have either de- 
fective eyesight or a tendency to bad 
vision. 
It is now proposed to 
ex- 


amine the school children's teeth al- 
so. This experiment has been tried In 
Germany, where attention 
to 
the 


teeth has improved the eyesight and 
the hearing by improving the diges- 
tion of the children treated. It Is as 
necessary for a child to have sound 
senses and good bodily health as men- 
tal development. In the majority of 
the occupations at which the present 
school children of the present will in 
future years earn 
their 
livelihood, 


sound health and a good physique will 
be of more value than education frills. 


There are signs, says a Washington 


report, that Alice Longworth Is bring- 
ing up her husband properly. 
In fact, 


the Idea is afloat in Washington that 
he is fairly well tamed already. He 
has gone shopping with his wife more 
than once. 
"To be sure," says^ an 


official in one of the departments, "he 
went shopping with her before She 
was his wife, but that doesn't couPl. 
It's the shopping he has done since 
then that makes or breaks the rec- 
ord. 
The antenuptial shopping was

Judicial Repression. 


Just why, in a country In which the 


vast majority of Judges are elected by 
popular voje, there 
should be 
ex- 


pressed In law such a superstitious ter- 
ror lest a judge should give any ex- 
pression of his own personality la puz- 
zling in the extreme. In many states, 
writes George W. Alger, in Atlantic, 
and particularly in those in whicb a 
firm and vigorous administration of 
Justice is of urgent importance, the 
judge who presides at a criminal trial 
is not permitted by law to be a judge 
in any real or vital sense. He must 
not comment on the evidence, he must 
not review the facts and set them in 
coherent order before 
the Jury, he 


must not sift the testimony and sepa- 
rate the material from the immaterial, 
he must, above all things, refrain from 
expressing in any wise a 
personal 


opinion on anything from the start 
of the trial to its close. He must deal 
out abstract rules of law, and leave the 
Jury to their own devices with such 
blind guidance in endeavoring to apply 
that law to the facts. If he sees them 
swayed by misleading eloquence, he 
must not set them In the path of rea- 
son for justice's sake. He is a pilot 
who must not touch the wheel. The 
vigorous, commanding figure of the 
English judge is by law excluded from 
the great majority of our criminal 
courts. The summary of facts in the 
charge which, for 
example, Justice 


Bingham gave a few years ago to an 
English jury in the sensational case of 
Whittaker Wright, the great swind- 
ling promoter, would have meant an 
inevitable 'reversal and new trial for 
"error" in any lynch law state in this 
country. 


Defects of Criminal Law. 


There are two reasons why criminal 


law reform is a pressing problem to- 
day. 
One is the repression by that re- 


form of lynch law. The other Is not 
less important. We need that reform 
says an Atlantic writer, because the 
social condition of our day impera- 
tively demands a substantial Increase 
in the scope and 
power of criminal 


law, a system strong enough to meet 
the new and increasing requirements 
of our civilization for corrective and 
repressive criminal law. A system too 
complicated to deal out certain justice 
to common offenders, ignorant and 
brutal, poor in purse and Influence, 
can never adequately deal with our 
new class of big business criminals, 
with the men who get rich by fraud, 
the corporation inflaters and wreckers, 
the faithless trustees and grafting di- 
rectors, the exploiters of municipali- 
ties, the magnates who give bribes 
and the bosses who 4ake them, the 
trust operators who sin against hon- 
esty in business, who break the law 
against monopolies, who give and take 
forbidden rebates. How can predatory 
wealth, powerful, influential, often in- 
trenched in office, be punished by a sys- 
tem which creaks, groans, and often 
breaks down, in bringing a border ruf- 
fian to justice? 


Occasionally some foreign publica- 


tions assert that there Is such an un- 
worthy thing as an "American lan- 
guage." Our slang phrases and our 
dialect stories worry them no lit- 
tle. 
So 
far as dialect is con- 


cerned, 
remarks, 
a 
wise con- 


temporary, we have no 
advantage 


over our British brethren. They have 
novels written in a jargon which no 
one not initiated into the mysteries 
can understand. It is not denied that 
the United States have contributed 
many "Americanisms" to the language 
of John Bull. We are a resourceful 
people, much given to invention, and 
if we want a word that is not in the 
dictionary we do not hestitate to coin 
one.. This may be in very bad taste, 
but we have a great country and are 
entitled to make occasional innova- 
tions. 


Theoretically 
the 
promotion of 


universal peace through the medium 
of international agreements offers an 
ideal solution of differences 
arising 


between nations. 
The practical re- 


sults have not been such as to arouse 
any vast degree of enthusiasm, how- 
ever. At The Hague convention Eng- 
land's objection to the Transvaal be- 
ing given a voice in the deliberations 
was sustained. The provisions relat- 
ing to arbitration proved distasteful 
to several of the powers represented 
and it was only on the broader pro- 
posals that the signatures of those 
present were obtained. 


Decently dressed always and cheer- 


ful in manner, John S. Robinson, of 
San Francisco, veteran of the Mexican 
war and formerly a millionaire, 
al- 


lowed none of his friends to know for 
two years that he was living on his 
pension of $12 a month and had no 
other resources.

Tne ustior .fallacy.

or achieving anything like material 
success. The extent of the harm 
which Dr. Osier has done—Innocently, 
I believe—can hardly be estimated, 
writes Orison Swett Marden, in Suc- 
cess Magazine. His words have come 
like a death sentence into thousands 
of homes! 
They have taken away 


hope and left despair in thousands of 
aching hearts. "What is the use of 
trying," 
these 
unfortunates say, 


"when one of the greatest authorities 
in the world has pronounced the ver- 
dict against us?" Gov. Allen, of Ohio, 
in commenting upon the edict of some 
of the railroad companies and other 
corporations that men over 35 should 
not be employed, said, "It is not how 
long a man has lived that counts, it 
is what's left in him." This Is the 
secret of the whole thing. It depends 
altogether on how much is left in a 
man as to whether he is old or young, 
whether his fires have burned out or 
are still alive. 
What the employer 


wants is vitality, 
resourcefulness, 


alertness, freshness and openness of 
mind. It does not matter so much 
about the years. It is rather a ques- 
tion of energy, of reserve power. It 
is folish to fix an age at which men 
become comparatively useless. 
Some 


men are young at 70, others are old 
at 35. One of the worst delusions that 
ever crept into a middle-aged man's 
mind is the conviction that he has 
done his best work, that he Is grow- 
ing old and must soon give place to 
younger men. Do hot 
be discour- 


aged or allow yourself to be 
influ- 


enced by Dr. Osier's "fixed Ideas," for 
he Is himself, at 56, a direct contra- 
diction of his own theory. 


Carnivorous Diet. 


Is meat going out of fashion? There 


has been a twofold conclusion In the 
results of the recent experiments made 
—that we eat too much meat, and that, 
generally speaking, we take too much 
food. 
The 
experimenters, led 
by 


Prof. Chlttenden, of Yale university, 
for several months, and in some in- 
stances for more than a year, reduced 
their meat diet by one-half, and yet 
maintained as good or better health 
than before. The muscular power of 
the athletes was increased and mental 
activity undiminished. A banana and 
a cup of coffee was one bill of fare for 
breakfast. Strictly scientific expert- 
ments carried on in America, Ger- 
many and France have unanimously 
resulted in the conclusion that health 
and strength can be maintained with 
a much less proportion of nitrogenous 
food {{ban meat eating peoples deem 
necessary. 
The distinct teaching of 


science is that, except the extremely 
poor, most people eat about twice as 
much as is needful, and that the su- 
perfluous amount is not merely waste 
but becomes the fruitful cause of dis- 
ease and suffering. 
The rice eating 


Japanese and Chinese practically con- 
firm the scientific doctrine. 


Another Gait. 


University of Chicago students have 


found plenty of opportunity for jest 
among themselves since Prof. Maria 
Sanford, of the University of Minne- 
sota, declared in a lecture that col- 
lege youths are developing the mud- 
turtle walk. She said a few things 
also about the old kangaroo walk 
among woman students of the day, 
but the mud-turtle comparison Is what 
has made the talk on the Midway 
campus. Dr. Joseph E. Raycroft, who 
oversees the work of the men students 
in the gymnasium from day to day, 
admitted that the theory that a chap 
who walked with his head down and a 
pronounced curve in his back 
re- 


sembled a turtle, more or less, was 
correct in some cases. "There are a 
great many college students who are

Spelling Ketorm. 


Now that an opportunity has been 


offered to writers of appropriating 
soma of Mr. Carnegie's superfluous 
wealth on condition that they will 
adopt phonetic orthography, we ma/ 
expect a revival of the so-called spel.- 
ing reform. 
For it is only a revi/al 


which has been projected in Ajgeipa, 
and which has gained adhere^p* on 
both sides of the ocean. 
The move- 


ment was Initiated at least 60 years agi 
by the late Sir Isaac Pitman, who was 
much more than the inventor of a new 
system of shoithand writing. 
He se- 


riously proposed to himself to revo- 
lutionize first the spelling of the Eng- 
lish language, and gradually that oC 
all living, or, at any rate, all Euro- 
pean languages, by spelling the words 
exactly as they were pronounced, and 
succeeded BO far as to Induce a num- 
ber of men and women to adopt the 
system which he had devised upon all 
occasions. 
His disciples formed the 


Phonetic Correspondence society, of 
whom very few of the original mem- 
bers survive. One of the oldest is, or 
latetly was, in possession of a letter 
?rom Pitman dated in 1S47, in which, 
with an enthusiasm which would hard- 
ly be credited, the reformer urged him 
to join the crusade of which he was 
the leader. 
Pitman claimed, as his 


followers are claiming now, the edu- 
cational reformer, asserting that the 
time spent in teaching children to spell 
could be Immensely reduced. The en- 
thusiasm of these orthographic inno- 
vators found vent in the publication 
of a newspaper. 
But all was vain. 


The idea never caught on, and we shall 
be surprised if the belated spelling 
reformers of the twentieth century ob- 
tain more than a temporaryt^uc.cess. 


Intellect in Sex. 


The common impression that the av- 


erage man is superior to the average 
woman intellecually at least in orig- 
inality, inventiveness, reasoning pow> 
er and the like Is beyond doubt due 
to the common habit of Judging each 
sex by Its most superior representa- 
tlves. This seems fair enough, and 
would be fair enough, says a writer 
in the Bookman, but for the difference 
between the sexes in variability, that 
is, the range of spreading down from 
and up the average, in 
intellectual 


traits at least the male sex is the more 
variable group; the very highest and 
very lowest marks in a mixed college 
class will commonly be given to men;

the numerous mental tests which have 
been given by psychological investi- 
gators is from five to ten per cent 
greater than that found among girls. 
Of the thousand most eminent Intel* 
lects of history 97 per cent, are men, 
the variability which causes the mo- 
nopoly of genius causing also the ex- 
late-nee of twice as many mate as fe- 
male Idiots!
